the great armistice* My purpose is 
to say a word of the. man whose 
thougntfulness conceived this me- 
morial,

He is not with us now. He "has 
gone to join the choir invisible of 
hose immortal dead who live again 
n the minds made'better by their 
presence," and he shall live in our 
learts and dwell in our affections 
forever. 
I speak of him whom we loving-

At 11 o'clock Washington

In the afternoon the annual Me- 
morial service in honor of Wood- 
row Wilson was arranged at the 
Bethlehem chapel of the National 
Cathedral where he is interred, 
with Bishop James E. Freeman of 
Washington, speaking over a na- 
tion-wide radio chain his words of 
tribute to the wartime chief execu- 
tive. For the first time, Mrs. Wil- 
son, the president's widow, was un- 
able to be present. She is traveling 
in the Orient. In the morning the 
bishop also had arranged at the 
cathedral a service of thanksgiving 
in commenoration of the armistice.

What apperas to be a sinister 
bright star in Auriga, both with 
and without the telescope, turns out 
to be two stars nearly as far apart 
as the earth's distance from tBe sun 
d of nearly the same color and 


brightness^ 
This pair of yellow stars Is In 
revolution, once around in 104 days, 
In a nearly circular orbit. We re- 
fer now to the brighter star of the 
pair. 


This star contains four times as 
much material as there is In the 
sun; expressed In tone it Is one fol- 
lowed by 28 ciphers. This material 
is entirely gaseous. It can not be 
solid or even 
liquid because the 
star Is so hot. 


Even at the surface the tempera- 
tdre Is nearly 10,000 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Below the surface it Is 
still hotter, and at the center of 
the star the temperature runs into 
many millions of degrees. In gen- 
eral, the center of a star is the hot- 
test place we know about. 


The brightest star of Capella ts 


12,000,000 miles in diameter. 
In 
this enormous globe the material Is 
spread rather thin; on the average 
the gas is no more dense than ordi- 
nary air. Capella is a giant star, 
but it is by no means the largest of 
thousands.

Pleasant. Tyler, 
Corsicana and Waco to Stephen- 
vllle in West Texas; tho "third fin-

CHILDREN DIE FROM 
STHYCHPE POISON 


' Mrs. %Iary McCrary, 49, 
wife 
of W. H. McCrary, 


farmer of the Buffalo com- 
munity, about 20 miles north- 
east of Corsicana, and two of 
her children, Orval, aged 9 
years, and Bonnie Zell, aged 
6 years, died at their home 
late Thursday afternoon as fhe re- 
sult of poisoning and the triple fu- 
neral service was held Friday aft- 
ernoon at 4 o'clock with interment 
in the Prairie Point cemetery. The 
funeral was conducted by Rev. W. 
A. Cohkern, Baptist minister, of 
Kerens. 


According to information receiv- 


ed Saturday, Mrs, McCrary had 
been in ill health for some time 
and is quoted as saying: "I have 
suffered 
enough and wanted to 
take the children with me," as 
an explanation. The above state- 
ment was alleged to have been 
made in the presence of seven or 
eight neighbor women before the 
physician arrived. The physician 
stated that he was summoned and 
arrived at the home shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
and that both the children were 
dead and that Mrs. McCrary died 
a short time later. The attending 
Shysiclan stated Saturday that he 
ad not signed the death certifi- 
cates but would when they were 
presented 
and 
would 
denote 
"strychnine 
poisoning"

the 
causes 
of the' deaths. 
It 
was 
stated that the poison potion was 
put in three biscuits. The children 
were given one each and 
the 
other was taken by the woman, 
according trf information received 
here, and that the mother also

spoon. 


A daughter who had been at- 
tending a basketball game away 
from 
home discovered the 
triot 
when she returned. The little girl 
was dead by the time the father 
had 
been summoned from

field, and the boy died a short 
time before the physician arrived. 
Someone suggested just before 
the woman died that it would not 
be wise to use any food in the 
house as there was a possibility 
that poison might have been placed

JURY FINDS YOUTH 


OUILTYJF MURDER 


EASTLAND, Nov. 8. (AP) 


—Clyde Thompson today 
was assessed the death pen- 
alty for the second time by a 
jury here for the slaying of 
Luciah Shook near the lat- 
ter's oil field home at Leray, 
Tex., Sept. 7, 1928. 


The verdict was returned at 10 
a. m. after the case was given the 
jury late yesterday. 


Thompson waq given the death 
penalty in October, 1928, but was 
granted a new trial by the court 
of criminal appeals. He also was 
charged with slaying Leon Shook, 
a brother of Lucian. 


Age Is Moot Question 
The defense attempted to 
save 
the defendant from the death pen- 
alty by introducing a deposition by 
his mother than he was born in 
Oklahoma Oct. 5, 1911, making him 
17 years old at the time the crime 
was committed. The state, however 
introduced a statement by Thomp- 
son that he was born in 1910. 


Wooodrow 
Davis, 
13, was the 
state's principal witness. He testi- 
fied that he, his brother, Thomas, 
and Thompson were hunting 
the 


afternoon of the slaying, and that 
they stopped at Shock's cabin and 
induced the brothers to join them. 
He said that as the five of them 
marched down a trail, Thompson 
shot Lucian and his brother 
to 


death. 
"Then he beat out their brains 


With the butt of his pistol," the 
youth testified. 


He said they at first planned to 


burn the bodies, but later gave up 
this idea. 


Thomas Davis was convicted of 
the slayings, and an appeal in his 
case is now pending. Woodrow has 
been promised immunity.
